““T like boys,’ was the explana- 
tion of his heroism offered today 
by Reed, when séen at work. He 
is employed as a machinist at the 
N. O. Nelson Co., Tenth and Chest- 
nut streets. He has seven children, 
five of them boys, and two grand- 
children. 

Boy Slips Under Ice. 

Reed is a wiry HNttle man and a 
good swimmer. Despite the ex- 
posure he suffered, yesterday, he 
was at work promptly this morh- 
ing, apparently none the worse for 
his experience. He was in his blue 
overalls and cap when reporters 
called. 

“f was just walking around in 
the park,” He said, “watching a 
soccer game and looking at some 
real estate. I was near the north- 
west corner of the park about 3 
o clock when I happened to 100k 
down into a lagoon. I saw two 
men throwing a. rope into the wa- 
ter, where something was moving 
around. 

“At*first IT thought they were 
dogs, but then I saw they were lit- 
tle boys.

His predicament was unique in 
many ways. Unknown at the time 
of his accident except to his 
neighbors and those tourists who 
remembered the namé of the en- 
thusiastic guide who pointed out 
the beauties of his underground 
world, Collins’ name and story at- 
tracted national attention within a 
few days after he was entombed. 

Persons flocked to Sand Cave 
from far and near, Others, unable 
to come, sent messages of sympa- 
thy and encouragement, or made 
suggestions to the rescuers, Others 
contributed money to the rescue 
work, and in -many e-churehes 
prayer services were held for him.

Counsel for Stokes Charges 
Untermeyer’s Agent Paid 
Money to Former State’s 
Attorney.

CHICAGO, Feb. 16.—Charges 
that hundreds of dollars were paid 
to Charles S. Wharton while he was 
Assistant State's Attorney by W. 
Cc. Dannenberg, investigator em- 
ployed by Samuel Untermyer for 
Mrs. Helen Elwood Stokes. were 
made in court today by Charles 
Rathbun, counsej for Stokes. 

Rathbun cited items in a suit of 
Dannenberg to recover $4900 from 
(ntermyer, which he said repre- 
sented the sum as expenses inci- 
dent to a divorce case. 

“There is a law in Illinois,” said 
Rathbun, “making it criminal for 
a State’s Attorney to receive money 
from a complaining witness.” 

Testimony to show that Stokes 
tried to obtain false affidavits 
linking his wife’s name with 
those of Jack Johnson, pugilist, 
and other negroes was fore- 
shadowed today by Assistant State’s 
Attorney W. W. Smith. Stokes and 
three others are on tria: charged 
with conspiracy to injure the char- 
acter of Helen Elwood Stokes of 
Denver. 

Smith said the evidence would 
show that the codefendant, Robert 
Lee of Chicago, negro, told a man 
“vou don’t meed to know Mrs. 
Stokes to sign an affidavit for 
Stokes and you'll get a lot of 
money. * 

An effort will be made to prove 
that Mrs. Stokes always had “red 
or titian hair’ and that ‘Stokes 
knew it,’’ Smith announced. He 
suid this would bear on an attempt 
of defendants to identify Mrs. 
Stokes with a woman of question- 
able repute who had dark or dyed 
hair. 

“Stokes said he would grind Mrs. 
Stokes and the Miller family as the 
dust under his feet, evidence will 
show,”’ said Smith.
